j Friday, March 13 at the Hip 70 disco-Hey! all 
Ithe clubs are called disco's, so don't get ex¬ 
cited about the name. We had to pay 100 peses at 
the door per head, it didn't matter to me stuff 
was just play money as far as I was concerned, 
besides I have no concept of time or money (I 
was told that roughly 23 pesos make up a dollar). 
Made our way up the stairs (thought for sure I 
was gonna get a knife between my ribs-this place 
was dark and slezzy and I didn't know how to 
scream "Help” in Spanish) finally got to the 
second floor and found a table to sit at, bought 
a beer (30 oesos) and judging bu the looks of 
this crowd I figured hummm-this is gonna be awful, 
you could have uinned little alligators on their 
shirts n' would have made me feel at home-real 
pseudos! 

First band started, it was early and getting off 
to a slow start, had some guy that looked like 
Kojak on guitar, vocalist at this time left alot 
to be desired, sounded like they had been ex¬ 
posed to alot of Commercial FM stuff, found it 
terribly boring. Second group up just looking 
at them you know you'd have a better time trying 
to find a restroom and taking a crap for the next 
45 minutes, the guy on drums faintly remined me 
of my english sheep dog-some thing about long curly 

hrpr. •— . ..T1* ” 

After these guys there was a long pause between 
sets and a couple of the people I came with decided 
•to leave, thought maybe I had made a misteak by 
staying but I did. After a bit, the punks were 
really starting to come in, these guys were set¬ 
ting up the stage and all of the sudden there 
seemed to be some sort of energy in the air that 
was ready to spark. 

Sure 'nuff-Dangerous Rhythm took the starge 
and the punks hit the dance floor, sounded like 
these guys'listened to alot of Germs, heavy fast 
pounding rhythms and for once in my life I felt 
this urge tq get up *n dance. This was it, what 
1 had been, looking for-fast paced action and 
loving every second of it. The lead vocalist was 
Americaii,short blond hair, wire rimed glasses, 
tall n' thin and sang some songs in Spanish and 
some in English like he knew I was there. The 
•rest of the guys were all native, in black leathe 
pants etc. After a while they tired out, think 
it has something to do with the high altitude. 

The first band (the ones that opened the even- 
• ing) took the stage 'n I couldn't believe they 
•were the same band playing stuff all of which 
was very fast paced, such as the way they drive. 

Talked to the guy in Dangerous Rhythm and he 
said there were a couple of other clubs but 
those punks were real trash and got into alot of 
violence, gang<vars (sorry Johnny) etc.-a guy 
like me should stay outta those kind of places, 
that this 'was the only club of its type in town. 


Asked about albums, he said, "Downstairs is a 
record shop that has the best selection in town" 

, and sure 'nuff folks he wasn't kidding, because 
the next day we went there and there was tons- 
jo— stuff. Bands play regularly - thursdays - 
-Saturdays, driving back to where we were staying 
I realized the Hip 70 disco wasn't any different 
than Jed's back home, language was a bit differ- 
ent but translated, sure it's^all the same.

The first chords of "Right Side Of My Mind" 
immediately tells you that their sound of this 
hand is possible the best west coast band to ever 
put songs bn vinyl bar none.

These 
past couple of weeks the major hangouts are 
Vex, Cathay de Grande and the Starwood. Gone 
are the Hong Kong, Ch£kofrs Nest, Joey kills 
and the Axes. The Cathay de Grande is a rest- 
raunt type bar-a really neat, small club under 
the streets of hollywood that has been playing 
allbut; the most hardcore bands. Sunday is the 
best day to catch local "punkers", and on 
monday the club transforms into the. Vail. 

The Vail is supposed to be like the Mud club 
in N.Y; . or something, in which you have to get 
dressed up to get in-or be chosen air the door. 

I. think: thats bullshit-I am anti-fashion, but 
its good the fashion crowd finally got their 
place. The Starwood is back after after a 
breif clouser because people were taking dumps 
on the neighboors lawns etc... Still booking 
anybody, but having the toughest security 
in town. Vex is the bes y though, a big up¬ 
stairs hall smack in the center of East L.A. 

(.What the Bronks are to N.Y.),, but there is a 
little, troble with the locals. The Vex is 
opened about 3 or 4 nights a week-mostly hard¬ 
core "boots and chains" bands, out others like 
Wall of Voodo as well. You can get a beer 
for $1.00 at the bar as well as the latest 
Flipside,and then you can go upstairs to a 
graffiti covered room to drink or read bull¬ 
shit.

As for bandsr Well everyone still around, but 
how many times can you see Fear, the Gears or 
even Black Flag? So most of the older people 
go see the newer bands and leave the new punks 
to catch up on what they ,; ve missed. The only 
semi-new band that really is like is T.S.O.L. 
from Long Beach. They add a variety of sound 
to their set, which is of course punk. Jack

Another new 
band is XNTY, a good with two ex-Christian Death^ 
beople and two ex Castration Squader ,T s (.including 
the Alice Bag on vocals);, but they’ should be 
good but has yet having played in puplic. Other 
note worthy new bands includes Bad Religion, 
Cliche (all girl 60's pop band, but better than 
the Gogo ,, s!’J)> and a few other I can't remember. 

Of the older bands, the big buzz is for the 
Adolscents (a album due on Frontier), the Circle 
Jerks, China White and 45 Grave. 45 Grave re^ 
cently headlined the Vex-but to a less than half 
full house (capacity:* 1000), v/hich was surprising 
since alot of people have been talking about 
them, especially since Pat Smear joined the 
line-up.
